According to the Labor Department, real purchasing 
power per family in the United States is rising rapidly and 
in seven large cities showed a gain ot from 20 to 40 percent 
from 1947-50 to 1960-61. 
This is in line with the long-term trend, which indicates 
per capita living standard increase at about two percent an ­ 
nually. 
Nevertheless, this gratifying gain over the past lias been 
accompanied by a rising trend in the proportion of our pro­ 
ductive resources- manpower and facilities — which re­ 
main unutilized Otherwise, the rise in living standards 
would have been greater. 
Why has this developed.’ Is it because “dem and” has been 
insufficient to keep our economy operating close to capac­ 
ity? Should we try to bolster demand by raising consumer 
incomes and increasing government spending? 
In the ilght of what lias actually occurred during the 
period it is hard to take this approach seriously. This table 
shows the percentage increase, over the period 1947-50 to 
1960-61:
